£. a, Bsker, TL S. Consul at Buenoi 
.yr»i, whom recent report on ostrich 
arming in the United States elicited 
considerable interest, has just written 
another paper on the «ame subject to 
he Department ol State, in which the 
nformatlon is volunteered to thosa who 
hare a notion ol engaging in the busi- 
ness in this country that it will be irapon- 
sibfe to send ostrich eggs to the United 
States and. hare them arrive herein 
good condition. The long voyage and 
motion of the ship, to say nothing »l 
the passage they wool,d have to make 
across the htats of the equatorial re- 
gions, would "BO addlo them that they 
would be unfit for incubation upon their 
arrival. 


The only safe way is to procure the 


birds; and Messrs. Hill, Frotheroe & 
Co., who have been so succesifnl in 
transplanting the African ostrich into 
the Argentine Be public, so convinced 
are they that the United States offer all 
the facilities necessary to a successful 
prosecution of the business, propose 
very soon to bring a lot of the birds 
here and thus give our countrymen an 
opportunity of testing the niw industry. 
They are now making arrangements to 
this end. The cargo will consist prin- 
cipally of four-year-old birds, as they 
stand a sea voyage the best, and they 
can bo sold, by comparison, much cheap- 
er than older birds. 


In regard to the yield of f»»th«rs, our 


Consul is advised that tee product from 
one bird annually is worth about $60, 
wholesale, in London. • If, however, 
the pasturage is good, which it seldom 
is at the Cape of Good Hope, the yield 
is worth much more. Mr. Hill informs 
Mr. Baker that he has known one 
plucking to sell for $150, mid two plnck- 
ings can be taken in a year, but that is 
nn exceptional case. A return of $50 
per year is the very lowest that' will be 
obtained under any circumstances. He 
has every reason, however, to believe 
that $120 worth of feathers from each 
bird will be given annually in the Unit- 
ed States. An ostrich of two years of 
age which costs, say, $375, will there- 
fore give about 26 per cent, gross profit. 


INVISIBLE POIBON. 


How It Wenrln It* W«jr fate) the 


Mr*H»w «*C«MMHKitlt. 


One of the great scourges of the pres- 


ent year in all parts of America has 
been malaria. This is a trouble so 
treacherous in its nature and so dan- 
gerous in its results as to justly cause 
apprehension wherever it has appeared 
Bnt there are so many erroneous ideas 
upon the subject that a few words are 
in order at a time when people are sub- 
ject to malarial influences. 


Malaria, which means simply bad air, 


is the common name of a class of dis- 
eases which arises from spores of decay 
ing vegetable matter, thrown off from 
stagnant pools or piles of vegetation 
undergoing 
decomposition. 
These

enter the blood and gerainating there 
find a foothold, whereby the whole sys 
tern is poisoned and the various fauo 
tioos disordered. 
When tbe germ 


theory of disease was first advanced i 
was supposed that these spores were o 
animal nature, and like the bacteria ii 
diphtheria were propagated iu the blood 
but they are now conceived to be c 
vegetable origin, like the fungi f emu 
on decaying vfooder in cellars. Th 
source of this state of the air is gener- 
ally swamps or stagnant pools, which, 
partially dried by the sun, send forth 
vapors loaded with this malarial poison. 
These vapors descend to tbe earth in 
the night, cooled by the loss of temper- 
ature, nnd breathed by sleepers »re 
rtadily inhaled. Hence persons living 
near stagnant pools or marshes are 
liable to be afflicted with chills and 
fever, and such localities are never 
healthy, though they are more so when 
the streams flowing into them are pure, 
and also when the water is high. Again 
the 
drainage 
of houses, 
slaughter 


houses, barns, etc., are a fertile source 
of malaria. One will often notice in 
coming into the neighborhood of one of 
these sluggish streams that pass through 
almost every village a most villainous 
smell caused by the offensive refuse 
which communicates its bad odor to the 
atmosphere, especially on hot days. 
This absorbed into the system by the 
longs or taken in through water, which 
also absorbs it from the air, poisons the 
blood and deranges the whole system. 
This poison is also developed in force 
in wells and springs when they become 
low, and the result of drinking these is 
the same as breathing the poisonous 
air. In a time of drouth the great quan- 
tity of vegetation that dries up iu the

The Republicans of New York have 


nominated Secretary of the Treasury 
Folger for Governor. The nomination 
is the strongest that "could have been 
made and equivalent to an election, as 
his great personal popularity was shown 
in the last Presidential election, when 
hs received 13,000 more votes than 
Garfield. Folger's political experience 
and official career in the Legislature, on 
the bench, as Chief Jastico of the Court 
of Appeals, and in President Arthur's 
Cabinet, as Secretary of the Treasury, 
have given him a standing before the 
people of the Empire State such as no 
other man has yet been able to obtain. 
The books of the United States Treas- 
ury Department show that under the 
administration of Secretary Folger, dur- 
ing a period of ten months from the 
first day of November, 1881, to the first 
of the present month, the following re- 
ductions have peen effected in the in- 
terest-bearing debt: Of the total debt,

From this a small percentage must be 
deducted for accidents, nnd, say, $60 
per bird for expenses, annually.

ers at $1,750 per pair; for four-year-old 
birds, which may shortly be expected to 
breed, the price will be $1,200 per pair; 
and for two-year-old birds, $750 per 
pair. 


Ostriches are doubtless capable of 


standing the climate of almost any of 
the States, bnt productive ostrich farm- 
ing, whether for feathers or for raising 
the chicks for sale, ought not to be at- 
tempted except in tbe milder portions 
of the country, as the Southern, South- 
western and Pacific States. 


The birds are naturally timid, but are 


readily domesticated, especially when 
they are produced by incubation; and 
they become on the furia as tame as 
chickens, ducks or geese. 


The males, however, are not quite so 


tractable, and daring the breeding sea- 
son they sometimes become aggressive; 
and then they have to be watched or 
they may do mischief. Their kick is 
severe and sometimes fatal, though by 
facing them with no manifestation of 
fear, and using a stick three or four 
feet long with a fork at the end into 
which tho neck of tbe bird is inserted, 
their attacks can generally be avoided. 


Messrs. Hill, Frotheroe & Co. have in-
